been found, sor even an entire fuss, 
indicating how delicate and reliable 
the explosive is. This fact leads ex- 
pevts to suppose that the shell is 
charged with two liquid explosives, 
separated by the perforated _parti- 
tion which is known to exist in the 
center of the projectile.
